“May  25,  1860,  sold  George 
for  Two  Thousand  Dollars.”  His  address  at  this  time  was: 
Planters  Stand,  Madison  County,  Ga.  He  was  administrator  of 
(his  father-in-law)  Rev.  Benjamin  Brown’s  estate.  During  the 
War  at  one  time  he  was  stationed  at  Andersonville,  Ga.  and  the 
following  is  a  copy  of  excerpts  from  letters  written  by  him: 
“Sept.  29,  1864  at  Andersonville,  Ga. 

Beloved  Wife  and  Children  and  Mother: 

Yours  received  yesterday  .  .  was  glad  to  hear  from  you.  I 
think  it  had  been  nearly  three  weeks  since  I  received  a  word 
from  home.  I  had  written  three  letters  since  I  got  the  last, 
though  I  hope  this  may  go  safe  to  hand  and  find  you  all  well  and 
doing  well.  I  have  had  a  long  spell  of  chronic  piles.  I  have  been 
very  low  but  thank  God  I  am  so  I  can  walk  about  and  do  some 
guard  duty,  though  I  am  very  weak. 

Desty  (nickname  for  wife),  I  do  not  know  what  to  say  about 
your  work  no  way.  All  I  can  say  is  you  must  manage  everything 
in  that  way  you  think  best.  If  you  would  write  to  me  and  re¬ 
quest  General  Cobb  to  give  me  a  detail  long  enough  to  finish  that 
leather  and  dress  it  so  the  people  and  the  soldiers  could  have 
leather  to  make  their  shoes,  he  might  do  that.  I  know  he  could 
if  he  would. 

I  have  written  several  times  to  know  how  the  negroes  are  do¬ 
ing  but  you  don’t  say  ....  Dawson  (a  son) ,  I  learn  the  good  Lord 
has  permitted  you  to  return  home  to  your  mother  once  more  for 
whicli  I  am  thankful  and  I  am  sure  you  should  be  thankful,, 
though  I  am  sorry  you’ve  been  sick  and  had  to  go  to  the  hospital. 
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I  got  a  letter  from  Grif  (another  son  Griffith)  the  other  day 
for  which  1  was  mighty  glad.  lie  was  near  Charleston  in  Vir¬ 
ginia,  very  much  worn  out  by  long  marching. 

Desty,  I  would  like  for  you  to  send  me  some  money,  thirty  or 
forty  dollars,  the  first  chance  you  get  and  some  soap  and  butter 
and  potatoes.  We  don’t  get  much  to  eat  that  I  can  eat.  Tell 
Young  (another  son)  I  reckon  he  has  forgotten  me.  It  seems 
like  Bennie  (another  son)  has  for  I  don’t  hear  much  from  him. 
(signed)  Joseph  Williams  to  Desdemona  Williams  and  Mother.” 
On  same  day  he  wrote  the  following  letter: 

“Desty,  I  think  you  had  better  kill  all  the  cattle  you  think  we 
can  spare  and  sell  the  hindquarters  for  it  will  take  a  heap  of 
money  to  pay  my  tax.  If  there  is  any  old  cow,  make  her  fat  and 
kill  her  for  beef  when  the  weather  gets  cool  enough. 

You  say  the  people  of  Athens  say  everything  has  gone  down. 
Don’t  let  them  have  a  thing  except  they  pay  a  full  war  price  for 
it.  Flour  is  worth  $1.25  per  pound;  potatoes  are  worth  $20.00 
per  bushel  and  chickens  are  worth  $3.00  apiece.  Butter  and 
eggs  .  .  none  to  be  had.  Soap  $1.25  per  pound,  washing  50c  per 
garment  or  25c  when  we  find  soap. 

Don’t  wait  too  late  about  killing  what  beef  you  kill.  I  think 
you  better  sell  all  the  hind  quarters.  If  you  find  any  danger  of  a 
raid  you  make  a  belt  and  put  my  particular  papers  and  money  in 
it,  and  wear  it  on  your  person. 

Mother,  I  hope  you’ll  content  yourself  and  take  your  rest  in 
your  old  age.  If  I  knew  what  to  say  to  you  that  would  comfort 
you  I  would  say  it. 

Desta,  write  and  give  me  all  the  news,  (signed)  Joseph  Wil¬ 
liams  to  Desdemona  Williams.  P.S.  Desta,  fix  Dawson  the  best 
you  can  when  he  starts  back  to  the  army.  Tell  him  to  be  a  good 
boy  and  remember  his  Creator  in  the  days  of  his  youth.” 

The  old  Williams  home  is  still  standing  with  its  ancient  trees 
not  very  far  from  Hull,  Ga.  and  must  have  been  a  show  place  in 
its  day.

The  Carithers  family  has  Coat  of  Arms  and  its  motto  is: 

This  fam¬ 
ily  came  from  Dumfrie,  Scotland,  leaving  there  and  settling  in 
North  Ireland  and  were  called  Scotch-Irish,  though  perhaps 
there  was  no  Irish  blood  in  them.  They  came  to  America  shortly 
before  the  Revolutionary  War  and  settled  in  Rockbridge  Co.,  Va., 
emigrating  for  reasons  of  religious  liberty.  Two  brothers,  Robert 
and  William,  we  have  been  able  to  find  some  records  on.  Miss 
Elizabeth  Carithers  and  Mrs.  James  Gibson  Carithers  of  Athens, 
Ga.  have  been  of  much  assistance  in  the  material  gathered.

Bethabara  Baptist  Church,  constituted  1844  with  twelve  mem¬ 
bers  by  a  Georgia  Presbytery  consisting  of  Reverends  John  Hen¬ 
dricks  and  Hartwell  Jackson  Sr.,  with  others,  was  received  into 
fellowship  of  the  Appalachee  Association  at  September  Meeting. 

Rev.  Hartwell  Jackson  Jr.  was  called  as  pastor  1849  and  serv¬ 
ed  two  years.  Messengers,  Samuel  G.  Locklin  and  John  McElroy, 
reported  seventy-two  white  and  five  black  members.  By  1866 
the  church  had  increased  to  one  hundred  fifty-four  white  and 
twenty-one  black  members.  Messengers  for  that  year  were:  W. 
R.  Smith,  F.  P.  Griffith,  G.  E.  Griffith,  and  D.  W.  Locklin.  In 
1876  the  membership  had  reached  one  hundred  sixty-six  all  white

members  and  was  second  largest  church  in  the  Appalachee  As- 
sociation. 

G.  E.  Griffith  was  Treasurer  of  Association  from  1874  to  1894. 
By  1890  the  Bethabara  church  had  grown  until  it  was  the  largest 
in  the  Association. 

J.  L.  Griffith  was  Clerk  of  church  for  forty  years  and  was  serv¬ 
ing  at  time  of  his  death.  The  original  building  was  on  same  side 
of  road  as  the  cemetery  and  the  land  for  both  was  originally 
James  L.  Griffith  (b.  1798)  property,  and  very  probably  he  in¬ 
herited  it  from  his  grandfather,  John  Griffith,  R.S.  By  line  of 
descent  the  Carithers  family  also  are  very  prominent  in  the  his¬ 
tory  of  the  church,  etc.  The  present  splendid  brick  building  was 
erected  1913  through  liberality  of  three  brothers,  sons  of  Mary 
Ann  Griffith  and  Hugh  Alfred  Carithers,  J.  Y.,  R.  L.,  and  H.  A 
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Carithers  Jr.  The  parents  are  buried  here  after  having  served 
this  church  many,  many  years. 

In  an  article  written  1929  for  “Home  Coming  Day”,  observed 
in  August  of  each  year,  by  Mrs.  Ruby  Carithers  Flanigan  I’ve 
gleaned  the  facts  which  I  pass  on  to  you.  Also  we  checked  real 
estate  records  in  Clarke  and  Oconee  Counties. 

Connected  with  Bethabara’s  history  are  names  of  men  who 
have  been  leaders  in  the  Baptist  history  of  Georgia.  Dr.  G.  A. 
Nunnally  was  president  of  Mercer  University  for  several  years. 
The  Nunnallys  have  been  identified  for  many  years  with  the  Ap- 
palachee  Association.  Three  of  them,  G.  A.  (pastor  of  Betha¬ 
bara),  J.  E.  and  John  J.  Nunnally  have  been  Moderators  of  that 
body.  Rev.  A.  J.  Moncrief  Sr.  and  Rev.  A.  J.  Moncrief  Jr.  de¬ 
scendants  of  Reverend  D.  H.  Moncrief  (pastor  of  Bethabara)  oc¬ 
cupy  prominent  pastorates  in  Decator  and  Atlanta  Ga. 

Dr.  H.  R.  Bernard  (Bethabara  pastor)  was  for  many  years 
identified  with  the  Baptist  work  in  the  state-wide  capacity.  Dr. 
W.  H.  Faust  (Bethabara  pastor)  is  now  pastor  of  one  of  Atlanta’s 
leading  churches.  Dr.  Ellis  A.  Fuller  (Bethabara  pastor)  is  the 
pastor  of  the  historic  First  Church  of  Atlanta. 

The  good  men  and  women  who  have  labored  here,  true  and 
faithful,  were  lovers  of  God  and  humanity.  The  names  of  Grif¬ 
fith,  Locklin,  Cook,  Carithers,  Cooper,  Jackson,  Smith,  Haygood, 
Sheats,  Wellborn,  Thrasher,  Sims,  Dean  and  Langford  are  among 
those  mentioned  as  Messengers  over  the  years  and  are  indelibly 
associated  with  this  church. 

A  picture  of  this  church  and  the  cemetery  will  be  found  includ¬ 
ed.  The  grounds  are  beautifully  kept  and  permanent  picnic 
table  for  Home  Coming  Day  stands  near  by.  One  feels  the  history 
of  the  place  as  one  wanders  through  the  old  cemetery  and  reads 
the  inscriptions  on  tombs  of  those  who  rest  there  after  their  gracL 
ous  works  in  the  days  gone  by. 

The  “Pop  and  Go”  Baseball  Club  of  Bogart,  Ga.,  was  quite 
famous  in  its  day.  As  you  see  by  the  picture  the  members  wore 
no  gloves  for  protection  and  played  in  stocking  feet.  The  club 
functioned  from  about  1875  to  1880,  playing  five  years  winning 
every  game  they  played. 

An  attorney  Tinsley  (nicknamed  “Tinny”)  Rucker,  of  Athens, 
Ga.,  financed  the  Ball  Club.  The  names  of  the  members  of  this 
club  were  given  me  by  various  descendants  and  if  any  are  left 
out  I  was  not  informed  as  to  who  they  were.  To  Mrs.  Mary 
Carithers  Lee,  whose  father,  Dr.  Golden  Carithers,  played  on  the 
team,  we  are  indebted  for  the  picture.  ’Twas  said  every  member 
of  the  team  had  Griffith  blood  in  them,  and  they  often  played  a 
team  made  up  of  a  father  and  his  sons  .  .  .  the  Jones  family.

It 
was  built  on  a  high  promontory  above  the  Appalachie  River  and 
twas  a  mansion  in  its  day.  His  son.  Dr.  Golden  Carithers  inherit¬ 
ed  it  and  built  a  doctor’s  office  in  the  yard  near  the  home.  Down 
by  the  river  stood  the  store;  grist  and  flour  mills;  still;  gin; 
blacksmith  shop,  etc.  This  settlement  was  called  India,  Ga.  and 
annual  picnics  were  held  here  by  the  community  for  years.  A 
son  of  this  couple,  James  Yancey  Carithers,  honored  his  mother 
b}  erecting  a  gateway  at  Bessie  Tift  College  which  stood  for 
years,  but  had  to  be  taken  down  for  the  automobile  age.  The 
marker  remains,  however.  Their  three  sons,  J.  Y.,  R.  L.  and  H. 
A.  Jr.  are  credited  with  the  building  of  the  present  handsome 
brick  building  of  the  Bethabara  Baptist  Church.  The  1860  cen¬ 
sus  shows  he  was  worth  $10,700.00.

Article  following  included  in  book,  not  only  to  show  the  line¬ 
age  of  this  family,  but  to  give  an  insight  to  the  times  and  history 
of  the  early  peoples  of  America.  As  you  will  see  it  was  written 
by  Dr.  Berry  M.  Thompson,  who  no  doubt  had  been  coached  by 
his  father  and  about  his  ancestors’  many  experiences.  This  story 
was  written  on  sheets  of  paper,  8  pages  in  all,  measuring  6x1  o 
inches  and  seemed  to  have  been  cut  on  one  edge  as  if  from  a 

book. 

John  Thompson  and  Easther  Hale  Thompson  lived  in  the  North 
of  Ireland  about  the  beginning  of  the  18th  century.  They  had 
one  son  James,  born  to  them.  John  was  a  very  stout  man,  but  his 
wife,  Easther,  was  a  very  weakly  woman,  a  confirmed  invalid. 
They  were  poor  Jjut  industrious  people.  They  were  tenants  of  a 
wealthy  land  holder  and  at  that  day  were  hardly  able  to  make 
support.  They  were  honest  and  truthful,  members  of  their 
church,  devout  Christians.  They  lived  some  10  miles  from  the 
coast  and  traded  at  a  little  town  on  the  Scottish  Channel  where 
they  exchanged  their  farm  products  for  such  supplies  as  the^ 
needed  for  family  consumption.  Jimmie,  as  they  called  their 

son,  often  wrent  w7ith  his  father  to  market. 

John  went  to  market  one  day  and  w'hen  on  his  way  home  in 
the  afternoon  his  horse  took  fright  at  something  on  the  road  and 
ran  down  a  steep  hill  and  turned  the  cart  over  and  threw  John 
out  and  the  vehicle  fell  on  him  and  crippled  him  badly  .  .  .  bioke 
one  of  his  thighs  and  hurt  him  internally,  so  that  he  did  not  live 
but  a  few  wreeks.  The  shock  to  his  wife  was  so  severe  that  she, 
too,  died  soon  after  her  husband  did  and  left  Jimmie  an  oiphan 
of  ten  years  of  age.  Jimmie  had  but  little  education,  none  in  fact 
but  what  he  received  from  his  parents  at  home,  theie  being  no 
public  schools  in  that  country.  He  w7as  a  good  boy,  and  truthful 
and  industrious,  and  well  trained  by  his  parents  to  behave  wrel  ,

and  never  was  known  to  use  a  bad  word,  or  utter  an  untruth  at 
any  time. 

After  the  death  of  his  parents  the  authorities  took  him  and 
bound  him  out  to  an  old  farmer  named  Patrick  Hagan.  He  lived 
with  Hagan  about  3  years.  This  man  had  no  family  but  self  and 
wife.  He  was  a  cruel  taskmaster;  made  Jimmie  work  very  hard; 
made  him  do  all  the  plowing;  kept  him  at  work  all  the  week  and 
made  him  stay  in  all  Sundays  and  study  the  Catechism,  and  never 
allowed  him  any  time  for  recreation.  Hagan  was  a  strict  Presby¬ 
terian  and  believed  in  long  prayers  and  keeping  the  Sabbath  ac¬ 
cording  to  the  commandment.  Hagan  had  family  prayer  every 
night.  So  one  night  his  prayer  was  such  a  long  one  for  Jimmie 
that  the  boy  fell  asleep  and  dreamed  of  plowing  and  he  bawled 
out,  “Whoa  up  sir,  gee  there  Dobbin,  get  up  sir”.  This  inter¬ 
rupted  the  old  man’s  devotions  and  he  spoke  very  short  to  Jim¬ 
mie,  “Now  sir,  what  is  all  that  for”.  This  waked  up  the  boy  and 
he  replied  that  he  was  asleep  and  dreamed  he  was  plowing.  The 
old  man  told  him  to  go  to  bed  and  sleep  aplenty,  for  in  the  morn¬ 
ing  he  said  “I  intend  to  give  you  a  good  thrashing  .  .  I’ll  learn  you 
how  to  behave  yourself.”  This  was  enough,  the  boy  knew  old 
Pat  would  be  as  good  as  his  word  and  he  did  not  stay  to  take  the 
promised  “thrashing”,  so  when  Hagan  and  his  wife  went  to  sleep, 
Jimmie  bundled  up  his  clothes  and  left  the  house.  He  directed, 
his  course  towards  the  coast.  He  knew  the  road  well,  had  bright 
moonlight  to  travel  in,  and  knew  if  he  could  get  out  of  the  neigh¬ 
borhood  before  any  light  he  would  be  safe,  so  he  pushed  on  and 
got  to  the  village  a  little  after  sun  up.  A  man  named  Mike  Walt¬ 
ers  had  a  little  shop  at  which  his  master  was  in  the  habit  of  trad¬ 
ing.  The  owner  of  the  store  had  a  boat  which  rowed  across  the 
Channel  every  few  days.  Walters  was  loading  his  boat  when 
Jimmie  came  along.  The  old  man  needed  help  and  offered  Jim¬ 
mie  a  job  to  help  him  carry  his  craft  to  the  other  shore;  just  the 
thing  the  boy  wanted.  Walters  gave  the  lad  his  breakfast  and 
engaged  his  services  to  assist  in  rowing  the  boat. 

They  made  the  trip  in  good  time  and  while  Mike  was  engaged 
in  bartering  his  goods  to  the  Scottish  tradesman,  Jimmie  was 
looking  around  to  see  what  he  could  find  to  interest  him.  He 
took  his  pack  and  went  out  to  the  country  to  find  employment, 
and  only  a  few  miles  from  the  town  he  saw  an  old  man  plowing 
in  his  field.  Jimmie  asked  him  if  he  wanted  someone  to  plow  for 
him.  The  gentleman  said  he  would  like  to  get  a  hand  and  asked 
the  boy  if  he  could  plow.  The  lad  told  him  to  let  him  see  what 
he  could  do.  said  he  had  plowed  ever  since  he  was  big  enough  to 
hold  up  the  plow.  He  went  right  on  with  his  work.  The  old 
gentleman,  John  Alexander,  was  so  well  pleased  with  him  that 
he  hired  him  to  help  him  with  his  crop.  The  old  man  had  a 
small  family,  a  wife  and  one  little  girl,  Ruth,  10  years  old. 

Alexander  was  a  strict  Presbyterian.  Jimmie  told  him  his 
parents  were  dead,  and  he  had  been  bound  to  and  lived  3  years 
with  Pat  Hagan,  and  he  could  stand  him  no  longer,  and  that  he 
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had  run  away  and  decided  to  cross  the  Channel  and  make  his 
home  in  Scotland.  Alexander’s  wife  was  a  motherly  old  lady 
and  treated  Jimmie  as  a  son.  Old  man  Alexander  sent  Jimmie 
to  school  and  gave  him  the  best  education  that  he  was  able  to  do. 
Jimmie  remained  with  this  family  for  8  years.  At  that  time  he 
was  a  free  man,  21  years  of  age,  and  the  little  girl  was  18  years 
old  and  they  were  married. 

Soon  after  this  there  was  quite  a  crowd  of  emigrants  left  Scot¬ 
land  on  account  of  the  religious  trouble  between  the  Catholics 
and  Protestants,  and  came  to  America.  Alexander  and  his  fam¬ 
ily  with  the  rest,  and  they  settled  in  the  state  of  Pennsylvania, 
some  20  miles  west  of  Philadelphia.  Most  of  the  emigrants  were 
farmers.  James  and  Ruth  had  born  to  them  two  children,  a  son 
and  a  daughter  .  .  Alexander  and  Esther.  Alexander  married  a 
Miss  Elizabeth  Hodge  and  Esther  married  William  McDavid. 

Alexander  and  wife  had  5  sons,  James,  Alexander.  Robert, 
William  and  John,  and  4  daughters,  Sallie,  Ruth,  Esther  and 
Mary  .  .  the  latter  was  killed  when  a  small  child  by  a  tree  falling 
on  her  in  a  clearing  her  father  was  making  after  they  came  to 
Georgia.  Alexander’s  son  James,  married  Sallie  Saye ;  Alexand¬ 
er  married  Eunice  Strickland;  Robert  married  Mary  Saye,  Sal- 
lie’s  sister;  William  married  Nov.  12,  1810,  Nancy  Tillman.  John 
had  a  tumor  on  his  neck  and  went  to  Williamsburg,  Va.,  and  Dr. 
White,  a  noted  surgeon  of  that  place,  cut  it  out  and  he  died  on  the 
operating  table.  His  brother  Alexander  went  with  him  and  saw 
him  die  under  the  surgery  knife. 

Sallie  Thompson  married  David  Robinson  and  they  had  3  chil¬ 
dren,  all  girls.  Robinson  died  in  this  county  (Madison)  and  2  of 
his  daughters  married  and  went  to  Louisiana  (don’t  know 
names).  The  third  one,  Rebecca,  married  Charles  Williford  and 
they  lived  in  Madison  County  many  years  and  about  1830  moved 
to  Coweta  Co.  in  this  state  and  died  there  1845  or  thereabout. 
Sallie  Robinson  finally  went  to  her  daughters  in  Louisiana. 

Ruth  married  Henry  Strickland,  brother  of  Alexander’s  wife 
Eunice,  and  settled  near  Danielsville,  Madison  Co.  and  died 
there  .  .  date  not  known  to  writer.  His  widow  with  a  company  of 
emigrants  went  to  Mississippi  in  1819  .  .  all  finally  went  to 
Louisiana. 

Esther  Thompson  married  William  Langford,  and  raised  a 
large  family  in  Jackson  Co.,  Ga.  and  died  there  1848  or  1949. 

James  Thompson’s  wife  Sallie,  had  7  children,  2  boys  and  5 
girls,  Alexander,  James,  Elizabeth,  Sallie,  Mary,  Annie  and  Jane. 
Elizabeth  married  James  Sterling;  Sallie  married  McWhalther; 
Mary  married  Obem  Carrington;  Jane  married  John  Hardman; 
Alexander  married  Winneford  Carrington;  James  married  Eliza¬ 
beth  Sorrow.  These  all  raised  large  families  who  are  scattered 
over  this  state. 

William  and  Nancy  Thompson  had  11  children.,  6  boys  and  5 
girls;  John  Alexander;  Willian  Tillman;  Ansel  Dickson;  James 
Madison;  Berry  Millroy;  the  girls  were  Elizabeth  Eleanor;  Mary 
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Farrow;  Nancy  Emily;  Harriet  Calista;  Sarah  and  Esther,  who 
died  in  their  infancy. 

The  others  all  lived  to  be  grown  and,  most  of  them,  had  big 
families.  All  are  now  dead  but  Berry  Millroy  Thompson  .  .  the 

writer. 

Alexander  Thompson  Sr.  was  born  and  raised  in  Pennsylvania, 
married  there  and  just  before  the  Revolution,  together  with  his 
sister  Esther,  moved  to  Burke  Co.,  N.  C.  His  father  and  mother 
were  dead  then.  He  and  his  son  James,  a  lad  of  15  or  16  years 
of  age  were  in  the  fight  at  the  Battle  of  King\s  Mountain  1780. 
Alexander  was  wounded  in  the  head  in  that  battle.  James  escap¬ 
ed  being  wounded  or  hurt  in  any  way.  His  father’s  wound  was 
slight  and  he  continued  in  the  fight  till  the  Tory  Colonel  was 
killed,  when  the  fight  ended.  Alexander  joined  Gen.  Greene’s 
Command  and  was  in  the  Sanguinary  battle  of  Guilford  Court 
House,  N.  C.,  which  crippled  Cornwallis  so  badly  that  he  sur¬ 
rendered  at  Yorktown,  Va.  After  peace  was  made  Alexander 
Thompson  Sr.  moved  with  his  family  into  Georgia  and  settled  in 
Wilkes,  now  Oglethorpe  Co.  1788,  and  2  years  after  moved  20 
miles  further  up  the  county  and  settled  on  South  River  and  built 
the  first  Grist  Mill  that  was  built  in  North  Georgia  .  .  .  in  the 
year  1790  .  .  .  now  owned  and  operated  by  his  grandson,  B.  M. 
Thompson. 

The  following  was  taken  from  an  article  probated  Apr.  11. 
1922,  Jefferson  County,  Texas,  signed  by  William  L.  Thompson. 
Quote ; 

Beaumont,  Texas 

My  Dear  Niece : 

The  earliest  Thompson  we  have  any  record  of  was  Alexander 
Thompson  living  in  the  lowlands  of  Scotland.  He  had  several 
sons,  among  whom  was  Alexander,  who  was  a  soldier  in  the 
Tyronne  Rebellion,  rising  to  the  rank  of  Captain.  For  his  service 
he  was  given  a  grant  of  land  on  the  northwest  side  of  the  County 
of  Ulster,  Ireland,  where  he  made  his  home  and  settled  with  his 
family.  Three  of  his  sons,  Alexander,  Robert  and  James  came 
to  America”.  (According  to  the  other  Thompson  story  there 
must  have  been  a  fourth  son,  John,  who  stayed  behind  and  died 
leaving  “little  Jimmie”  who  later  came  to  America  too.) 

“James  Thompson  settled  in  Pennsylvania  before  the  Revo¬ 
lutionary  War.  He  had  a  son  Alexander  and  a  daughter  Esther. 
Alexander  Thompson  b.  1771,  married  Elizabeth  Hodge  and  left 
five  sons  and  four  daughters.  Dr.  Berry  Milroy  Thompson  came 
down  to  their  son  William  and  the  writer  came  down  to  the  son 
Alexander.  Alexander  Thompson  married  Eunice  Strickland 
(sis.)  of  Henry)  daughter  of  Solomon  Strickland,  b.  in  Ireland, 
emigrated  to  America  and  d.  1815  Madison  County,  Ga.  He 
married  Amy  Pace ;  was  a  Colonel  in  the  Revolutionary  War,  re¬ 
ceiving  land  grants  for  service  thus  rendered.  At  the  Battle  of 
King’s  Mountain  a  soldier  named  Griffith  (John,  no  doubt)  was 
shot  and  fell  at  the  side  of  Alexander  Thompson,  who  stooped  to 
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help  him  up,  when  a  ball  from  a  British  gun  struck  him  in  the 
forehead,  the  ball  running  under  his  scalp  and  was  cut  out  on 
the  back  of  his  neck.  No  hair  ever  grew  over  the  scar  which  was 
about  an  inch  wide. 

I  am  now  in  my  eighty-fourth  year  and  the  statements  I  make 
are  made  from  the  records  as  mentioned  above  and  from  family 
history.  God  bless  you.

Joseph  G.  Blance  as  in  1846  he  sold  317  acres  for 
$200  to  him;  Mary  mentioned  before  and  another  brother,  Wil¬ 
liam  C.  New  were  minors  in  1854,  showing  in  records  from  Pauld¬ 
ing  Co.,  Ga.  This  land  left  to  the  minors  sold  Nov.  1855  and  Wil¬ 
liam  C.  moved  to  Carroll  Co.  Some  of  the  records  taken  from 
the  1850  census  and  much  information  was  given  by  Della  New 
Cason,  whom  we  visited  1954.  Also  visited  in  Carroll  Co.,  seek¬ 
ing  information.

Quoting  from  a  portion  of  “History  of  Bidia  Ann 
Dunnahoo”:  “There  was  something  remarkable  about  John 
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Griffith.  He  had,  when  he  married,  the  first  dime  he  ever  earn¬ 
ed,  made  by  half-soling  a  pair  of  shoes  for  a  neighbor.  When  he 
was  paid  the  dime,  he  put  it  away  in  his  purse,  which  was  a  large 
homeknit  stocking.  He  kept  putting  all  his  money  away  until 
when  he  married  he  had  the  stocking  full.  The  first  he  spent  was 
for  a  horse,  the  next  for  a  negro  slave  named  Jack.  His  wife’s 
father  gave  them  a  little  negro  girl  by  the  name  of  Sarah,  who 
lived  until  a  few  years  ago.”  John  Griffith,  living  in  Madison 
County,  courted  a  young  lady  of  Oglethorpe  County,  possibly 
while  visiting  his  grandmother,  Ann  Griffith,  and  when  they 
were  ready  to  be  married,  John  went  down  to  claim  his  bride, 
riding  on  horse  back.  After  the  wedding  when  they  prepared 
to  go  to  their  new  home,  the  bride  mounted  her  horse,  which  her 


father  had  given  her,  and  then  her  father  placed  a  small  negro 
girl,  named  Sarah,  in  front  of  the  saddle  and  said  to  her:  “Julie, 
here  is  another  present  for  you.  Take  her  home  with  you  and 
take  good  care  of  her.  Train  her  well  and  she  will  make  you  a 
good  servant.”  The  two  riders  exchanged  the  care  of  the  little 
girl,  taking  turns  in  holding  her,  on  the  long  journey  home.(  This 
was  the  Sarah  mentioned  in  the  history). 

John  apparently  had  little  opportunity  for  an  education,  ex¬ 
cept  by  the  pine  knot  fire  but  it  must  have  been  very  effective 
and  efficient,  for  with  his  frugality  and  wise  management  of  his 
affairs,  he  became  a  very  wealthy  man  for  his  time.  He  lived  in 
Madison  County  until  all  his  children  were  grown  and  married 
and  possibly  left  there  for  Jackson  County  on  account  ot  an  un¬ 
happy  marriage  of  one  of  his  daughters.  The  husband  would 
mistreat  her  when  he  drank  too  much  and  abused  her  to  the  de¬ 
gree  that  she  had  to  take  refuge  with  her  father  repeatedly.  Her 
father  finally  persuaded  her  to  leave  him  for  good,  but  to  insure 
her  happiness  he  pulled  up  stakes  and  moved  away  and  eventual¬ 
ly  all  his  children  followed  him  to  his  new  location.  In  Madison 
County  he  owned  1000  acres  of  land  in  the  section  where  the  city 
of  Comer  now  stands.  He  was  JIC  of  Madison  Co.  1840  to  1849. 
His  land  in  Jackson  County  totalled  about  3000  acres,  extending 
from  Oconee  Church  to  Maysville,  Ga.  The  1860  census  shows 
he  owned  33  slaves  and  property  valued  at  $50,000;  1870  shows 
$22,000.  This  family  had  to  go  to  Augusta,  Ga.  to  do  their  shop¬ 
ping  for  many  supplies,  so  when  the  building  of  the  Georgia  Rail¬ 
road  was  begun  they  invested  in  the  stock,  and  altogether  had  60 
shares,  most  of  which  still  remains  in  the  family.  As  time  went 
on  they  bought  more  as  you’ll  see  when  you  read  the  wills  of 
some.  He  bequeathed  out  of  his  large  estate  land  for  a  burial 
plot  at  Oconee  Church  (established  1788)  for  any  descendant 
that  might  desire  to  be  placed  there.  He  and  his  wife  are  buried 
here  along  with  many  of  his  descendants. 

The  little  black  girl  Sarah,  mentioned  before,  was  a  devoted 
member  of  the  Griffith  clan  all  her  life.  When  her  “Mistis”  died 
her  daughter  inherited  her  and  passed  her  on  down,  and  as  slav¬ 
ery  was  long  passed,  it  was  by  choice  that  she  stayed  with  her 

“white  folks”  and  to  give  you  an  insight  to  their  loyalty  the 
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following  story  is  told.  On  one  occasion,  when  an  in-law  husband 
mistreated  one  of  her  “chillun”,  as  she  called  all  the  children  of 
the  family,  she  went  out  to  meet  him  near  his  home  and  ‘‘rolled 
up  her  sleeves,  took  a  stick  in  her  hand  and  said  to  him .  If  you 
so  much  as  touch  her  again,  I’ll  kill  you’'.  Apparently  he  realized 
she  meant  every  word  she  said,  and  he  was  never  known  to  be 
cruel  to  his  young  wife  again.  When  John  Griffith  died  his  per¬ 
sonal  property  sold  approximately  for  $  13,000.  His  will  follows: 

STATE  OF  GEORGIA,  JACKSON  COUNTY 

In  the  name  of  God,  Amen.  I,  John  Griffith,  of  the  State  and 
County  aforesaid,  being  of  advanced  age,  but  of  sound  and  dis¬ 
posing  mind  and  memory,  and  known  that  it  is  appointed  unto 
all  men  to  die,  do  make  this»mv  last  Will  and  Testament,  hereby 
revoking  and  annulling  all  others  by  me  heretofore  made. 

ITEM1.  I  desire  and  direct  that  my  body  be  buried  in  a  de¬ 
cent  and  Christian  like  manner,  suitable  to  my  circumstances 
in  life.  My  soul  I  trust  shall  rest  with  God  in  peace. 

ITEM  2.  I  desire  that  all  of  my  just  debts  be  paid,  if  any. 

ITEM  3.  I  give  to  my  beloved  wife,  Julia  Griffith,  two  hun¬ 
dred  acres  of  land  of  the  tract  whereon  I  now  reside  to  be  located 
as  she  may  direct,  in  one  body,  part  not  to  include  the  mill  site 
and  Hurricane  Shoals  on  the  River,  for  and  during  her  natuial 
life  with  the  full  and  entire  control  of  same  in  every  respect  until 
her  death,  then  I  desire  that  the  said  two  hundred  acres  shall  be 
equally  divided  between  my  three  oldest  children,  William  Grif¬ 
fith,  Mary  Scott  and  Susan  Holland,  wife  of  James  H.  Holland, 
and  sold  as  they  may  direct  or  prefer,  and  the  five  acres  equally 

divided  between  them  (mill  site). 

ITEM  4.  I  give  to  my  beloved  wife,  Julia,  forever  in  fee 
simple  all  of  my  household  and  kitchen  furniture,  a  horse  and  a 
mule,  as  she  may  choose  from  all  my  stock,  my  buggy  and  harn¬ 
ess,  one  cow  and  calf,  ten  head  of  hogs,  all  my  sheep,  and  five 
hundred  dollars  in  money  and  possessions  enough  to  supply  and 
support  her  and  my  daughter,  Mary  Scott,  one  year  after  my 
death,  all  to  be  disposed  of  as  she  may  wish  at  any  time. 

ITEM  5.  I  give  my  son,  William  Griffith,  the  tract  of  land  I 
pointed  out  to  him  in  the  presence  of  James  Holland,  to  be  valued 
by  three  disinterested  persons  and  if  accepted  by  William  at 
said  valuation  to  be  counted  to  him  as  a  part  of  his  share  of  my 
estate  under  this  will;  if  William  should  refuse  to  take  said  land 
at  said  valuation,  then  it  is  my  will  that  the  same  be  sold  and  the 
proceeds  disposed  of  as  hereinafter  directed. 

ITEM  6.  I  give  my  daughter,  Mary  Scott,  all  my  shares  I  may 
have  in  the  stock  of  the  Georgia  Railroad  Co.  as  a  pait  of  hei 
share  under  this  will,  provided  that  the  same  shall  not  amount 
to  more  than  it  should,  in  this  my  will  give  to  my  son,  William,  or 
my  daughter,  Susan,  as  it  is  my  desire  that  my  three  oldest  chil¬ 
dren  share  equally  except  the  tract  of  land  given  to  Mary  Scott. 

ITEM  8.  I  desire  that  my  daughter,  Susan  Holland,  be  made 
equal  with  my  son  William  Griffith,  and  my  daughter,  Mary 
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Scott,  except  the  tract  of  land  given  Mary  Scott,  Item  G  of  this 
tvill,  provided  she  will  account  to  my  executor  for  forty  bushels 
of  corn  I  loaned  to  James  H.  Holland  at  one  dollar  and  fifty  cents 
per  bushel  without  interest  and  also  account  for  any  notes  I 
may  hold  against  J.  H.  Holland  at  the  time  of  my  death  with 
interest  on  all  of  the  sales  from  the  time  they  become  due  until 
settlement.  I  mean  any  notes  in  or  out  of  date. 

ITEM  9.  I  desire  that  before  my  son,  William,  shall  receive 
any  more  of  my  estate  he  shall  account  to  my  executor  for  any 
sales  I  may  hold  against  him  at  the  time  of  my  death,  I  mean 
notes  either  in  or  out  of  date  at  the  time,  with  interest  on  same 
from  the  time  each  became  due  until  settlement,  and  also  to  al¬ 
low  in  said  settlement  one  hundred  dollars  $100.00)  in  payment 
for  about  twenty-five  hundred  dollars  loaned  him  in  Confederate 
money  for  which  I  took  no  note. 

ITEM  10.  I  give  and  bequeath  to  John  G.  Dunnahoo  and 
Robert  Hale  as  Trustees,  for  all  the  children  of  my  daughter, 
Bidia  Ann  Dunnahoo,  wife  of  John  B.  Dunnahoo,  now  has  and 
hereafter  may  have,  to  be  managed  and  controlled  by  said  John 
G.  Dunnahoo  and  Robert  Hale  for  the  benefit  of  all  the  children 
of  said  Bidia  Ann  until  her  youngest  child  shall  attain  the  age  of 
twenty-one  years,  then  to  be  equally  divided  between  the  chil¬ 
dren  or  sold  and  the  proceeds  divided  as  said  children  may  direct, 
and  if  any  of  the  children  of  said  Bidia  should  die  before  that 
time  leaving  a  child  or  children  alive,  I  desire  that  the  share  of 
such  deceased  child  shall  vest  in  and  become  the  property  of  the 
child  or  children  of  such  deceased  child,  the  following  property 
to-wit:  One  tract  of  land,  known  as  the  Benjamin  Walker  or 
Hood  place,  except  one-half  acre  including  the  graveyard  near 
Oconee  Church,  which  I  reserve  as  a  burial  ground,  said  tract 
containing  two  hundred  acres,  more  or  less,  near  Oconee  Church;

I  also  give  any  sales  or  orders  I  may 
have  at  my  desk  (not  in  suit  or  judgment  against  John  B.  Dunna¬ 
hoo)  to  said  John  G.  Dunnahoo  and  Robert  Hale,  Truestees,  ap¬ 
praisers  with  full  power  to  manage  and  control  them  as  to  said 
trustees  shall  seem  best  for  the  interest  of  the  children  of  said 
Bidia  Ann. 

ITEM  11.  I  desire  that  all  my  property,  both  real  and  per¬ 
sonal,  not  herein  disposed  of  or  excepted,  shall  be  sold  by  my  ex¬ 
ecutors  hereinafter  named  and  the  proceeds,  after  paying  debts, 
necessary  expenses  and  special  legacies,  be  paid  out  to  my  three 
oldest  children,  so  as  to  make  them  equal,  except  as  set  forth  in 
Item  6  of  this  will;  said  property  to  be  sold  when,,  where  and  in 
what  manner  my  executors  may  think  best  for  my  legatees. 

ITEM  12.  It  is  my  desire  that  it  be  fully  and  clearly  under- 
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stood  that  John  B.  Dunnahoo,  husband  of  my  daughter,  Bidia 
Ann,  is  not  to  receive  or  to  have  or  to  control  any  of  my  estate 
in  any  way  or  manner  whatever. 

ITEM  13.  If  the  railroad  shares  amount  to  more  than  will  be 
due  my  daughter,  Mary  Scott,  on  a  settlement  of  my  estate  under 
this  will  it  is  my  will  that  any  number  of  shares  over  and  above 
what  may  be  her  due,  shall  be  sold  as  my  other  property,  and 
the  proceeds  disposed  of  as  the  11th  Item  of  this  will  directs. 

ITEM  14.  I  hereby  nominate  and  appoint  my  son-in-law, 
James  H.  Holland,  my  daughter,  Mary  Scott,  and  my  friend 
Nathan  W.  Carithers,  Executors  and  Executrix  of  this  my  last 
Will  and  Testament,  this  March  7th,  1871.

She  did  the  best  she  could,  despite  the 
hard  times  and  deserves  praise  .  .  .  was  one  of  the  best  mothers, 
never  forgetting  her  children  and  one  of  the  best  wives,  never 
forgetting  her  husband,  but  ever  reminded  them  to  see  that  his 
every  wish,  especially  in  every  manner  of  good  things  to  eat,  was 
fully  and  cheerfully  granted.”

ERHARDTS 


The  Eberhardt  family  is  one  of  great  antiquity.  An  Eberhardt 
officiated  as  Bishop  of  Constance  1266  and  the  family  was  of 
the  ruling  clan  443  years  in  Bavaria.  They  founded  the  Prov¬ 
ince  of  Wirtenberg.  The  first  to  come  to  America  came  from 
Germany  1745  seeking  religious  freedom.  Members  of  this  clan 
who  first  came  to  Georgia  settled  in  what  is  now  Madison  Co., 
Ga.,  about  1788,  according  to  the  Madison  County  History  writ¬ 
ten  by  Rev.  Groves  H.  Cartledge,  a  Pres.  Minister  of  said  county. 
As  Madison  County  was  formed  in  1811,  they  originally  settled 
in  Elbert  Co.  and  records  in  courthouse  at  Elberton  show  the  will 
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of  Jacob  Eberhardt,  who  died  Jan.  4,  1811  naming  in  his  will,  his 
wife  Caty  and  three  sons,  David,  Jacob  Jr.  and  George;  also 
two  daughters,  Catherine  Patton  and  Christina  McElwrath.  As 
before  brought  out  John  Griffith,  R.S.,  married  a  McElwrath. 
The  three  sons  are  taken  up  as  the  families  intermarried  with  the 
Griffiths  very  much.

All 
t h  1  ee  sons  had  sons  named  for  the  father  Jacob,  hence  there  has 
been  much  confusion  in  trying  to  sort  out  the  records.  David 
Eberhardt  is  of  primary  interest  as  he  marned  John  Griffith’s 
daughter.

His  old  home  in 
Athens  was  sold  to  Pi  Kappa  Alpha  in  1870  having  been  the 
residence  of  Chancellor  Snelling  prior  to  that.  He  married  1st, 
Sarah  K.  Bridges  on  Mar.  31,  1842,  who  was  b.  1826,  d.  before 
1866;  m.  2nd,  Feb.  14,  1866,  Nancy  Griffith.  The  1850  census 
showed  his  property  value  $10,000.00.  He  was  in  House  of  Rep¬ 
resentatives  from  Oglethorpe  County  1855  to  1858;  have  been 
unable  to  contact  a  living  descendant;  children  (census)  :

1  somehow  feel 
that  this  “Hannah”  was  added  to  him  when  he  was  a  baby  and 
very  probably  for  the  lady  who  nursed  his  father,  John  Griffith, 
back  to  health  when  he  was  wounded  at  the  Battle  of  King’s 
Mountain,  hut  could  find  no  proof  of  this.  On  one  of  the  oldest 
DAR  papers  on  this  particular  son,  it  is  told  how  his  mother  car¬ 
ried  him  on  horseback  to  visit  the  wounded  man.  The  home  of 
this  couple  was  on  a  high  promontory  from  which  could  be  seen 
a  vast  territory  of  land.  Near  the  only  entrance  available  the 
family  cemetery  is  located.  This  particular  hill  is  known  all 
over  that  part  of  the  county  as  “Sail ie  Griffith  Hill”  and  the  view 
is  beautiful  from  the  front  as  the  rolling  land  with  its  many  con¬ 
tours,  its  meandering  creek  expands  before  your  eyes.  The  cem¬ 
etery  is  no  longer  used  and  there  are  many  graves  unmarked  so 
had  to  depend  on  the  census  for  most  of  the  grandchildren  and  on 
courthouse  records  for  children,  although  this  is  not  altogether 
accurate.  The  old  home,  Bible  and  sword  along  with  the 
andirons  were  destroyed  by  fire.  There  could  have  easily  been 
older  children.  The  marriage  date  is  approximated.  Also  we 
found  where  he  had  provided  for  at  least  one  child  before  his 
death  and  he  did  not  appear  in  settlement  of  estate  for  a  share.

Elizabeth  Daniel;  Isaac,  b.  1799,  m.  Susannah  Embry,  dau.  of 
William  Embry,  Rev.  soldier  (see  Embry  line).  Thomas  Johnson 
was  the  great  grand  son  of  Mary  and  Thomas  Johnson,  b.  1627, 
d.  1704,  who  first  lived  in  Maryland,  later  coming  to  Virginia. 
We  found  4  Thomas  Johnsons  with  records  in  Oglethorpe  Co., 
Ga.  and  I  shall  give  some  notes  on  each,  so  as  to  clarify  the  situa¬ 
tion.  (will  number  as  taken  up) 

No.  1.  Thomas  Johnson  left  a  will  in  Book  A,  1794-1806,  in 
which  he  mentions  wife,  Penelope,  and  this  will  is  dated  Sept.  5, 
1803. 

No.  2.  Thomas  Johnson  left  a  will,  Book  B,  1807-1826,  and 
mentions  wife  Jane  (Meriwether)  and  this  will  is  dated  Jan.  5, 
1815.  (no  children) 

No.  3.  Thomas  Johnson  left  a  will,  Book  D,  1833-1866  and 
mentions  wife  Pereniah,  m.  Jan.  19,  1837  and  probably  a  2nd 
wife,  and  this  will  is  dated  Jan.  6,  1846. 
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Any  one  of  the*  above  three  Thomas  Johnsons  could  have  mar¬ 
ried  Mary  Ann  Ponder,  Oct.  28,  171)1),  hut  which  one  I  do  not 
know,  but  one  Thomas  Johnson  apparently  did. 

No.  4.  The  Thomas  Johnson  of  my  family  died  intestate  1828. 
In  Minute  Book  1820-1828  there  is  a  Petition  for  Dismission  as 
Administrators  of  Thomas  Johnson  by  Henry  and  James  E. 
(Henry  probably  an  older  cousin,  as  relatives  looked  after  prop¬ 
erty  in  those  days;  Jas.  E.  was  a  son)  asking  that  administration 
on  the  estate  be  grunted  to  Mary  Ann  Johnson.  On  page  22  ol 
same  book  on  Nov.  1,  1820  the  record  shows  that  the  following 
gave  bond  of  $5,000.00  Mary  Ann  Johnson,  John  Griffith,  Luke 
Johnson,  David  II.  Johnson,  and  Robert  Johnson,  the  latter  three 
being  her  sons.  This  John  Griffith  was  a  nephew,  son  of  Mary 
Ann’s  oldest  brother  Robert  Griffith,  whom  the  family  had  de¬ 
pended  upon  through  the  years  in  legal  matters.  This  Robert 
Griffith  (treated  elsewhere)  was  getting  very  old  and  no  doubt 
feeble,  as  he  was  wounded  in  the  Revoluntary  War,  from  which 
wound  he  never  recovered  fully.  He  gave  to  his  baby  sister, 
Marv  Ann  Johnson,  the  bullet  that  was  taken  from  his  wound 
(this  item  is  on  records  of  Mrs.  J.  T.  Lindsey,  who  went  in  the 
DAR  on  John  Griffith,  through  Mary  Ann  Johnson,  many,  many 
years  ago,  her  National  No.  being,  75,792.  This  souvenir  was  in 
turn  given  to  Mary  Ann’s  oldest  daughter  through  whom  Mrs. 
Lindsey  descended.  This  Robert  Griffith  was  guardian  for  his 
brother  John’s  (Jr.)  three  small  boys,  although  their  grandfather 
was  living  at  the  time,  and  he  was  administrator  of  his  parents’ 
wills,  this  showing  the  family  had  great  confidence  in  his  ability 
and  wisdom.  No  doubt  Robert  Griffith,  through  this  son  John, 
was  the  counselor  in  handling  the  affairs  of  the  widow. 

On  page  56  on  Nov.  21,  1820,  Mary  Ann  Johnson,  administra¬ 
trix  of  Thomas  Johnson,  deceased,  “begged”  to  sell  the  negro 
property  of  deceased  and  same  was  granted.  She  is  mentioned 
in  her  father’s  (John  Griffith)  and  mother’s  (Ann  Griffith) 
wills,  his  being  dated  1807  and  hers  in  1820.  After  her  death,  in 
settling  her  estate  Robert  Griffith  Johnson,  David  Hill  Johnson, 
James  Eberhardt  Johnson,  Thomas  R.  Johnson  along 'with  her 
son-in-law,  WaMiington  Arnold,  were  bonded  for  $16,000.00.  She 
loft  a  will  in  Book  D,  dated  June  28,  1852,  a  copy  of  which  fol¬ 
lows  : 

GEORGIA,  OGLETHORPE  COUNTY 

This,  my  last  Will  and  Testament,  1  now  make,  in  the  name  of 
God. 

In  the  first  place,  I  resign  my  soul  to  God,  who  gave  it;  my 
body  I  wish  to  be  buried  in  a  decent,  but  plain  manner.  In  the 
next  place,  I  wish  all  my  just  debts  paid  after  my  decease,  out  of 
my  estate. 

In  the  third  place  1  give  and  bequeath  to  my  son,  Thomas  R. 
Johnson  all  my  negroes,  namely  Darfney,  Sarah  and  her  two 
children  namely,  Virginia,  Frances  and  William,  all  of  them  to 
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him  and  his  heirs  together  with  all  the  increase  that  may  proceed 
from  the  female  negroes  above  named  with  the  proviso  that  lie, 
Thomas  R.  Johnson  shall  pay  to  my  daughter,  Martha  H.  Arnold 
$600.00  and  to  each  of  the  remainder  of  my  children  $50.00  each. 

I  give  and  bequeath  to  my  four  daughters  one  feather  bed  and 
bedstead  each  one  of  them  and  all  my  bedclothes,  together  with 
my  wearing  clothes  to  bo  equally  divided  among  my  said  four 
daughters. 

1  give  and  bequeath  to  my  daughter,  Elizabeth  Carithers,  my 
large  chest  and  if  there  should  be  any  other  property  remaining 
at  my  death  it  to  be  for  sole  use  and  benefit  of  my  son,  Thomas  R. 
Johnson,  and  1  desire  that  he  shall  have  full  time  to  pay  the 
above  named  money  without  being  distressed  or  pushed  by  his 
brothers  and  sisters. 

This  my  last  Will  and  Testament  1  now  assign  and  publish, 
being  of  sound  disposing  mind,  this  the  twenty-eighth  day  of 
June,  in  the  year  of  our  Lord  One  Thousand  Eight  Hundred 
Fifty-three.  Witness  my  hand  and  seal. 

Mary  Ann  Johnson  (SEAL) 

Recorded  Sept.  17,  1853.  Thomas  R.  Johnson  was  Executor; 
personal  property  $2037.12. 

As  she  mentions  two  daughters  by  name  in  will  (but  says  she 
has  four)  for  her  personal  belongings  to  be  given,  to  and  accord¬ 
ing  to  marriage  dates  and  cansus  records,  her  daughter  Susan 
(had  a  sister  Susan  Anna)  was  deceased;  the  other  two  not 
named  were,  Annie  Griffith  Johnson  Dowdy  (Richard)  and 
Mary  Ann  Deadwyler  (Asa).  As  five  of  her  sons  were  on  the 
bonds  the  other  one,  John,  must  have  either  died  prior  to  mother 
or  had  left  that  section  of  state.  One  died  young,  so  that  ac¬ 
counts  for  the  seven  given  me  in  the  older  records  by  descend¬ 
ants.  This  John  was  not  mentioned  anywhere  and  was  not  in 
1850  census  of  Oglethorpe  Co.,  Ga.  but  we  feel  sure  he  wras  a 
son  for  it  would  seem  almost  impossible  for  a  daughter  to  have  7 
sons  and  not  name  one  for  her  father.  She  certainly  showed  her 
favor  and  love  for  her  brother  Robert  as  two  were  named  that. 
As  the  will  was  made  in  such  a  way  that  the  children  iiving  were 
not  mentioned  by  name  or  even  number  of  sons  ’tis  not  as  ac¬ 
curate  a  record  as  I’d  like  to  have.  Have  derived  where  they 
belong  in  the  age  group  by  material  given  me  by  various  descend¬ 
ants  and  the  census.  Mary  Ann  Johnson  w’as  in  home  of  Robert 
G.  Johnson  (her  son)  in  1850  census.  1  searched  census  records 
of  all  adjoining  counties  for  this  family  as  wrell  as  the  courthouse 
records  in  all.  Before  taking  up  the  children  1  wish  to  include  a 
few  items  given  me  by  Mrs.  Boyce  Grier,  of  Greenwood,  that  she 
had  copied  from  Cloud’s  Creek  Baptist  Church  minutes,  which 
was  established  or  constituted  Sept.  20,  1788,  and  was  the  “meet¬ 
ing-house”  of  this  group  of  ancestors: 

Mary  Johnson  by  letter  June  8,  1799;  Polly  Johnson  by  ex¬ 
perience  May  9,  1801,  d.  1838,  (the  above  show’s  there  were  two 
Mary  Johnsons  as  “Polly”  is  the  nickname  for  Mary),  Thomas 
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Johnson  cl.  1828,  (must  have  been  mine  as  est.  was  admr.  on 

1830). 

Susannah  (Embry)  Johnson  (wife  of  Isaac)  by  experience 
July  13,  1828,  (several  other  Embrys  listed)  This  could  have 
been  a  daughter  of  my  Susannah,  but  not  necessarily  so. 

Luke  Johnson  by  experience  Nov.  8,  1828,  and  Elizabeth  John¬ 
son  (next  on  list)  by  experience  Feb.  7,  1829,  (husband  and 
wife) .

Only  one  child  was  given  me 
on  the  old  records,  but  from  further  information  feel  the  second 
child  is  correct  also  as  the  story  is  handed  down  this  has  to  be;

who  was  granted  7G6  acres  of  land  in  Charles  City,  Co.,  Va., 
1 665 ;  the  above  as  well  as  the  following  information  was  sent  me 
by  a  descendant,  Cason  J.  Callaway,  outstanding  planter  near 
LaGrange,  Ga.  This  man  also  established  the  Ida  Cason  Calla¬ 
way  Gardens,  lie  was  gracious  and  considerate  of  the  writer  to 
the  degree  that  he  sent  her  a  blue  print  of  the  chart  on  Callaways. 
Cason  J.  Callaway  m.  1920  Virginia  Hollis  Hand;  s.  of  Ida  J. 
Cason  and  Fuller  Earle  Callaway;  gr.  s.  of  Sarah  J.  Howard  and 
Rev.  Abner  Reeves  Callaway;  great  gr.  s.  of  Martha  Reeves  and 
Rev.  Enoch  Callaway;  great  great  gr.  s.  of  Bethany  Arnold  and 
John  Callaway  (brother  to  Jacob)  an  officer  in  Rev.  War;  great 
great  gr.  s.  of  Mary  and  Thomas  Callaway;  great  great  great 
great  gr.  s.  of  Francis  Callaway,  s.  of  Thomas  Callaway,  of  Corn¬ 
wall,  England.  This  Francis  Callaway  had  4  other  sons:  James, 
William,  Francis  Jr.,  and  Richard.  The  following  story  was  giv¬ 
en  me  by  Mrs.  Lindsey  about  the  son  Richard  Callaway.  Rich¬ 
ard,  1722-1778,  and  Daniel  Boone,  who  was  later  his  son’s 
(Flanders)  father-in-law,  were  said  to  be  bosom  friends  and  let t 
North  Carolina  together  setting  out  for  the  wilds  of  Kentucky. 
As  the  story  goes,  at  a  place  near  the  town  of  Boonesboro  (they 
named  it  this)  Col.  Richard  Callaway,  Daniel  Boone  and  his 
daughters,  Betsy,  Frances  and  Jemima  Boone,  camped  for  a 
while.  Jemima  and  her  sisters  left  camp  on  one  occasion  and 
journeyed  too  far  down  the  river  and  were  captured  by  the  In¬ 
dians.  The  father  and  friend  pursued  them  through  the  woods 
and  soon  rescued  them.  The  rescue  was  celebrated  by  a  feast. 
These  two  families  were  among  the  famous  pioneers  of  Missouri. 
The  state  has  a  county  named  Callaway  for  a  member  of  this 
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family,  Capt.  James  Callaway,  the  intrepid  Indian  fighter,  and 
this  section  of  the  state  was  called  “Callaway’s  Kingdom”.  The 
Captain  was  famous  also  for  his  pair  of  remarkable  bow  legs  and 
his  firmness  in  character.  This  last  trait  finally  resulted  in  his 
death  in  a  fight  with  the  Indians.  lie  is  said  to  have  inherited  his 
valiant  disposition  from  his  mother,  Jemima  Boone  Callaway. 
The  Callaways  are  famous  for  the  number  of  Baptist  ministers  in 
their  fold.  There  had  been  33  preachers  in  the  family  down  to 
the  writing  of  these  notes  (1015).  Job  Callaway  preached  at 
Old  Sardis  Church  1788;  also  Enoch,  of  same  generation  .  .  in 
fact  brothers  .  .  was  a  minister  here  and  many  other  places.  The 
Aristides  Callaway  old  home  is  pictured  here  in  book  and  stands 
on  Athens  Highway  west  of  Washington,  Ga. ;  census  of  1870 
showed  his  property  value  $32,000;  children:

And  30  below  zero  is  cold — I  know  for 
I  lived  in  it  for  some  weeks  and  what  the  British  call  “a  bit  of 
cheer”  is  mighty  welcome  when  you  come  in  from  a  day  in  the 
field,  half  frozen.”  ad:  236  Henderson  Ave.,  Athens,  Ga.  (he  is 
now  with  the  U.  of  Ga.)  ;  children:

Also  from  Prince  George  Co.  records  there  is  an  item:  “At 
court  held  Dec.  13,  1715,  Henry  Embry  and  others  paid  rewards 
for  twelve  wolves’  heads”  (Va.  Hist.  Mag.  Jan.  1912  pg  87). 
When  the  records  began  in  Brunswick  Co.  1732.  he  was  evidently 
a  man  of  prominence;  Vestryman  of  St.  Andrew’s  Parish;  Justice 
of  Peace:  Colonel  in  Militia;  item  from  William  &  Mary  Quar¬ 
terly  XXI I:  From  Journal  of  House  of  Burgesses  May  27,  1927, 
“'Idle  Governor  recommends  an  allowance  to  Capt.  Henry  Embry, 
who  with  thirty-seven  men  of  the  Militia  was  sent  to  scour  the 
Southern  Frontier  of  mischievous  Indians  on  account  of  a  murder 
committed.”  His  will  shows  wife  Martha  survived  him;  she  died 
Brunswick  Co.  1771;  both  sons  and  one  daughter  died  before 
will  was  made  July  14,  1762,  leaving  one  child,  a  daughter,  Mary 
Embry  Merritt,  to  survive  him.

Following  is  the  will  of  William  Embry  found  on  record  in 
Lunenburg  County,  Va.,  Book  I. 

I,  William  Embry,  of  Lunenburg  County,  in  the  Parish  of  Cum¬ 
berland,  being  sick,  but  of  perfect  mind  and  memory,  and  do 
make,  ordain  and  constitute  this  my  last  Will  and  Testament  in 
sure  and  certain  hope  of  the  Resurrection  of  the  dead  and  I  be¬ 
lieve  in  the  Messiah  and  that  he  shall  appear  in  glory  to  judge 
the  world. 

First  Item — I  bequeath  my  soul  to  Almighty  God  and  my  body 
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to  be  buried  at  the  expense  of  my  estate  according  to  the 
discretion  of  my  executors  which  shall  be  hereafter  mentioned. 

Item — I  jrive  and  bequeath  to  my  son,  William  Embry  part  of 
the  plantation  whereon  I  now  live  lying  and  bounded  as  follow- 
eth,  viz:  All  the  land  on  the  east  line  of  the  Reedy  Creek  above 
the  branch  that  comes  into  said  creek,  opposite  to  the  Mansion 
where  1  now  live,  thence  down  the  winding  creek  to  the  mouth  of 
Jones's  Branch,  thence  up  the  branch  and  the  East  fork  of  its 
meanders  to  the  line,  thence  along  my  line  to  Blake  Story's  line, 
thence  along  Bladenton's  line  crossing  the  creek  to  the  back  line 
and  thence  along  the  back  line  to  the  first  mentioned  Branch. 

Item — I  give  and  bequeath  to  my  son  Ilenry  Embry,  all  the 
land  on  the  East  side  of  Reedy  Creek  which  is  not  already  given 
except  a  piece  of  land  which  lieth  on  the  back  line  to  an  old  path 
thence  down  the  branch  as  it.  meanders  on  to  the  creek,  thence 
up  the  creek  to  the  opposite  branch,  thence  up  the  branch  as  it 
meanders  to  my  line,  thence  along  my  line  to  Cookerham’s  line  to 
the  new  road,  thence  along  the  line  that  Thomas  Stith  run  be¬ 
tween  William  Jeter  and  myself  along  or  near  the  new  road  to 
the  head  of  Pole  Ridge  Branch,  thence  from  the  branch  as  it 
meanders  to  the  creek,  thence  up  the  creek  as  it  meanders  to  the 
mouth  of  the  branch  which  runneth  into  the  creek  opposite  to  the 
house  where  I  now  live. 

Item — I  give  and  bequeath  to  the  child  my  wife  now  goes 
with,  if  it  should  be  a  boy,  all  my  land  between  the  Pole  Bridge. 
Branch  and  the  East  tract  of  Jones’  Branch  from  the  creek  to  my 
back  line  and  if  it  should  not  be  a  boy,  I  divide  the  said  last 
mentioned  land,  between  my  sons  William  and  Henry  from  the 
mouth  of  Jones’  Branch  and  by  the  West  fork  to  my  back  line. 

Item — I  give  and  bequeath  all  my  land  in  Bedford  County  to 
be  equally  divided  between  my  three  sons,  if  the  child  my  wife 
now  goes  with  should  be  a  boy  and  if  it  should  not  be  a  boy  then 
to  be  divided  equally  between  my  two  sons,  William  and  Henry. 

Item — I  give  and  bequeath  to  my  daughter  Ermine  Embry,  one 
negro  girl  named  Hannah. 

Item — I  give  and  bequeath  to  my  daughter,  Martha  Embry, 
one  negro  girl  named  Katie. 

Item — I  give  and  bequeath  to  the  child  my  wife  now  goes  with, 
if  it  should  be  a  girl,  one  negro  girl  named  Sarah. 

Item — I  give  and  bequeath  to  Elisha  Brooks  that  part  of  one 
hundred  and  nineteen  acres  of  land  that  lies  over  the  South  side, 
of  the  south  fork  of  the  Branch  that  divideth  our  land.  My  will 
and  desire  is  that  Abraham  Cook  or  his  heirs,  shall  make  a  good 
title  to  William  Jeter  to  all  the  land  that  Thomas  Stith  laid  off 
for  the  said  Jeter  lying  on  the  branches  of  A  C  which  is  a  part 
of  the  land  which  I  bought  of  the  said  Abraham  Cook.  My  will 
and  desire  is  that  the  said  Abraham  Cook  make  a  good  title  to 
the  other  lands  I  bought  from  him  in  the  same  manner  as  I  have 
already  given  it. 

I  lend  to  my  wife  Elizabeth  all  my  estate,  real  and  personal, 
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during  her  widowhood  and  if  she  should  marry  I  lend  her  a 
child’s  part,  during  her  life. 

If  the  creditors  will  not  wait  till  the  outstanding  debts  can  be 
got,  it  is  my  desire  that  Juba  and  her  young  child  may  be  sold  to 
pay  my  debts.  If  any  of  my  children  should  die  without  heirs 
lawfully  begotten,  then  such  part  of  my  estate  as  belonged  to  him 
or  her,  except  as  touches  lands,  shall  be  equally  divided  amongst 
my  other  children.  If  either  of  mv  sons  should  die  without  heir 
lawfully  begotten,  my  will  is  that  this  land  should  be  equally 
divided  between  my  other  two  sons,  if  that  child  my  wife  goes 
with  should  be  a  boy;  if  not  a  bo> ,  to  revert  to  my  other  son.  My 
will  and  desire  is  that  the  court  have  nothing  to  do  with  this  will 
but  to  put  it  on  record  and  to  constitute  and  appoint  David  Gar¬ 
land,  John  Ragsdale  and  Thomas  Edwards,  my  whole  and  sole 
executors.  For  witness  whereof  I  have  hereunto  set  my  hand 
and  seal  this  ninth  day  of  May,  One  Thousand  Seven  Hundred 
Fifty-nine.  (To  my  son,  William  Embry,  Joneses  old  or  near 
branch  interlined).

though  we  do  find  (Stub  Entries  to  Indents  of  S.  C.  by  A.  S. 
Salley  Jr.)  he  supplied  “Sundries  for  Militia  and  State  Troops  in 
1780,  81  and  82  from  Cambden  Dist.,  S.  C.”  DAR  accepted  this 
line  1951  see  Supplemental  No.  188,927,  Mrs.  Edna  Anderson 
Manning. 

Having  received  land  in  Wilkes  Co.,  Ga.  on  Feb.  14,  1788  and 
Dec.  4,  1794,  200  acres  each  time  (Grant  Books  PPP  and  KKKK) 
situated  on  waters  of  South  Fork  of  Broad  River.  (  The  plats  are 
in  Surveyor-General’s  Dept.,  Sec.  of  State,  Atlanta,  Ga.)  ;  he  sold 
his  land  on  East  side  of  Broad  River  in  S.  C.  1815  for  thirty 
hundred  dollars  and  settled  permanently  in  what  is  now  Ogle¬ 
thorpe  Co.  which  was  cut  off  of  Wilkes  Co.  1793.  The  Griffith 

family  also  had  grants  located  here.  Will  follows: 
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GEORGIA,  OGLETHORPE  COUNTY. 

In  the  name  of  God,  Amen.  I,  William  Embry,  of  the  County 
and  State  aforesaid,  being  afflicted  in  body  and  now  in  my  seven¬ 
tieth  year  of  age,  but  of  a  sound  and  disposing  mind  and  memory, 
thanks  be  to  God  for  same,  and  thinking  it  is  appointed  for  all 
men  to  die,  do  make,  publish  and  declare  this  to  be  my  last  Will 
and  Testament,  revoking  and  disannulling  all  former  wills  made 
by  me. 

FIRST — I  recommend  my  soul  to  God  who  gave  it,  in  hopes  of 
its  gracious  acceptance  by  Him  and  my  body  I  resign  to  the  earth 
to  be  buried  in  a  decent  and  Christian-like  manner  and  touching 
such  worldly  estate  as  it  has  pleased  God  to  bless  me  with,  I  dis¬ 
pose  of  in  the  following  manner  and  form,  to-wit: 

ITEM — I  lend  to  my  beloved  wife,  Frances  Embry,  during  her 
natural  life,  or  widowhood,  five  hundred  dollars,  one  bed,  bed¬ 
stead  and  furniture  and  one  cow  and  calf  and  in  case  she  should 
marry,  the  above  named  money  and  property  to  be  equally 
divided  among  my  children,  or  if  she  not  marry,  to  be  divided  as 
aforesaid  at  her  death;  all  is  left  after  her  support,  which  money 
is  to  be  raised  out  of  the  sale  of  property  hereinafter  named. 

ITEM— I  give  and  bequeath  to  my  daughter  Nancy,  one  negro 
boy  Terry,  one  feather  bed,  bedstead  and  furniture,  a  cow  and 
caif,  saddle  and  bridle  that  she  has  at  this  time,  one  pine  chest 
and  pine  table  and  as  much  earthenware  and  kitchen  furniture 
as  my  other  children,  that  are  named  had.  I  give  it  to  her  for¬ 
ever. 

ITEM — I  give  unto  my  daughter  Biddy,  one  negro  girl  Harriet, 
one  feather  bed,  bedstead  and  furniture,  a  cow  and  calf,  saddle 
and  bridle  which  she  has  at  this  time,  one  pine  table  and  one  pine 
chest  and  as  much  earthenware  and  kitchen  furniture  as  any  of 
my  former  children  has  had.  I  give  it  to  her  forever,  and  it  is 
understood  that  the  above  named  property  that  I  have  left  my 
two  daughters,  Nancy  and  Biddy,  is  to  make  them  equal  with  my 
children  that  has  left  me. 

My  will  and  desire  is  that  all  my  land  shall  be  sold  and  all  my 
other  property  that  is  not  willed  away,  except  my  negroes,  which 
together  with  the  money  arising  from  the  sale  of  my  property, 
after  reserving  five  hundred  dollars  as  aforesaid  for  the  support 
of  my  wife,  I  want  equally  divided  between  all  my  children,  to- 
wit:  John  M.  Embry,  Thomas  Embry,  Nancy  Embry,  Joel  Em¬ 
bry,  Sarannah  (Embry)  Johnson,  Juley  (Embry)  Griffith,  and 
Biddy  Embry,  and  I  do  hereby  constitute  and  appoint  my  son, 
Joel  Embry  and  my  son-in-law,  Isaac  Johnson,  Executors,  to  this 
my  last  Will  and  Testament  and  I  do  hereby  further  appoint  the 
said  Joel  and  Isaac  trustees  for  my  wife  to  act  as  agent  for  her 
and  to  see  that  she  is  taken  care  of  and  to  take  care  of  the  money 
and  property  left  her  and  to  be  used  to  the  most  advantageous 
manner  and  my  wish  and  desire  is  that  my  Executors,  and  they 
are  required,  to  take  from  each  of  my  children  a  refunding  bond], 
provided  the  five  hundred  dollars  should  not  be  sufficient  to 
maintain  my  wife  her  lifetime  or  widowhood,  conditioned  that 
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each  will  refund  their  proportionable  part  to  aid  in  the  support 
when  called  on  by  the  Executors  when  the  aforesaid  sum  should 
be  exhausted  and  be  it  understood  that  my  Executors  are  to  ap¬ 
ply  the  money  left  to  my  wife  solely  to  her  use  or  the  interest 
arising1  therefrom  and  if  there  should  be  any  left  at  her  death  or 
should  she  marry,  then  the  same  is  to  be  divided  equally  among 
my  above  named  children.  In  witness  whereof  I  have  hereunto 
set  my  hand  and  seal  this  24th  day  of  July,  1829.

The 
father  took  fever  and  Col.  Bush  (prob.  John)  took  him  into  his 
home  and  cared  for  him  but  he  died.  A  short  time  afterwards 
the  wife  sickened  and  died  also.  They  are  presumed  to  be  buried 
in  old  Bush  Cemetery  along  with  Daniel  Bush  and  his  descend¬ 
ants.  The  young  family  that  remained  decided  to  settle  there 
and  not  continue  their  journey.  The  two  sons,  Tarleton  and  John 
A.  married  Headen  girls  as  already  shown.  There  was  another 
daughter  as  the  following  will  show  :
